The subway marks the completion of the 
first stage of what will be the most compre- 
hensive system of rapid transit in the world. 
In the shape of an irregular Y, with the stem 
resting at the city hall, the tunnel runs north 
to Forty-second street, where it bends sharp- 
ly west to Broadway, and out that thorough- 
fars to One Hundred and Third street. 

This portion of the tunnel is a four track sys- 
tem, two tracks for local and two for express 
train service. At One Hundred and Third 
street two tracks diverge in a generally 
northeastern direction, cross under a cor- 
ner of Central park, and on to the Harlem 
river, under which it passes by means of a 
tunnel. After passing under the river it 
continues to Third avenue and One Hundred 
and Forty-fifth street, where the tunnel 
ends, and the line is continued upon a via- 
duct to Bronx park. 

The west side branch of two tracks contin- 
ues north from One Hundred and Third 
street to Hillside avenue and Eleventh ave- 
nue, where it emerges from a tunnel and is 
continued upon a viaduct to its terminus at 
Spuyten Duyvil 

Nine miles of this total of about fourteen

Work Full of Difficulties. 

The construction of the tube has involved 
difficulties of a character probably never be- 
fore faced in such a work. Portions of it 
pass under skyscrapers, involving costly and 
specially dcsigned supporting systems, and 
practically its whole length lies under a 
crowded city. 

About 3,000,000 cubic yards of excavation 
were made for the tunnel, one-third of which 
was stone, requiring blasting. 

The work up to date has cost about 120 
lives, practically all in the division on Park 
avenue in the 30s and 40s. A series of mis- 
fortunes and accidents befell this section, 
causing a number of deaths, entalling many 
damage suits, and financially ruining the 


subcontractor. who finally lost his life in a 


blasting accident.

FLIGH? SUCCESS 


BENBOW MACHINE SOARS OVER 
THE WORLD’S FAIR GROUNDS. 


Montana Designer Navigates Atmos- 
_ phere for Fifteen Minutes, Directing 
Prow Toward All Points of Compass, 
Then Descends to Ground Near the 
Starting Point—Car Completely Un- 
der Control at Al Times—Says He 
Will Prove Dirigibility of the Car. 


| 

St. Louis, Mo», Oct. 27.—Floating in the air 
at an average height of thirty feet above the 
heads of the several thousand spectators, the 
airship designed and built by T. C. Benbow 
of Columbus, Mont., made what the inventor 
declares was a successful trial flight at the 
world's fair today. 

The big cigar shaped balloon, bearing its 
burden of car, motor, machinery, and opera- 
tor, rose from the ground at 56 p. m., and after 
navigating the air for fifteen minutes, during 
which time Benbow directed the prow of 
his vessel toward all points of the compass, 
slowly descended to the ground near the 
starting place, and was secured by the at- 
tendants, without a break having marred 
the success of the flight. 

Designer Tells of Trip. 3 

While Benbow appeared to have absolute 
control over the machine, an anchor rope, 
about fifty feet long, was used, one end of 
which was held by an assistant during the 
entire flight. Benbow made the following 
statement: 

“This trial was made to determine the 
feasibility of my airship. I had imtended 
making a trip over the fair grounds, but 
found that the rapid condensation of gas 
was fast reducing the lifting power, and in 
order to maintain an altitude I threw out ail 


my ballast. 

“During the fifteen minutes that I was 
up my airship lost sixty pounds of lifting 
power, and | realized that I could not make 
an extended trp. The airship was com- 
pletely under my control and responded nice- 

The start was made so late in the after- 

that that fact alone prevented a long 
trip, the cold atmosphere causing the con- 


densation of gas. 

“I intend, if the weather permits, to make 
a prectical demonstration of the dirigi- 
bility of my airship tomorrow, and I will 
make the start in the middle of the day, w 
the atmosphere is warmer.”

Sends Bock to Drug Store. 

Bock said he had a headache on Sunday 
when Perry came. to the works and, speaking 
of it. Perry said to him: You are going to 
be sick. You had better get a doctor.” 

Bock, however, said he could get along all 

right for a time; and they went through the 
plant together until 4:20 o'clock, when Perry 
said: “ Well, we're about through. You had 
better go to the drug store and get a head- 
ache powder. I'll meet you at the depot in 
about twenty minutes.” 
Bock went to the drug store, he testified, 
and in ten minutes to the depot. Perry, how- 
ever, did not appear, and twenty-five minutes 
after he had left Perry he hurried back to the 
works to find him. He looked in the building 
where he had left him, but he was not there. 
He searched two more in vain. Finally the 
watchman saw Perry coming out of a build- 
ing they already had been in together, and 
the latter said: Let's go to the depot.“ 


Tells of Being Warned. 
Perry bought a glass of beer for Bock and 
when the train arrived he got on the middle 
coach. As the train left, however, Bock said 
he saw Perfy standing on the rear platform, 
from which he could see the plant for quite 
a distance. When he saw. Bock watching 
him, however, he waved hand and went 

inside the car. 
Bock testified he was suspicious because 
Luther Baldwin, the former president of the 
company, had warned him against possible 
trouble, saying For God's sake never let 
any one inside the plant alone,“ and so he 
hurried back to the factory. Before he ar- 
rived he said he saw smoke coming out of one 
of the buildings they had visited during the 
afternoon. Some one else saw the fire and 
had sent in an alarm. 
. Describes Start of Fires. 

When the decrepit chemical engine which 
forms the Hegewisch fire department arrived 
it had hardly attacked the first blaze before 
a fire started in another building and then 
in two more. Altogether, there were five 
structures forming the plant, all separate. 
Of these two were destroyed, two partly 
burned, and one was untouched. In this 
one and the two in which the fire was ex- 
tinguished the firemen afterwards found the 
time fuses. Bock said he knew nothing 
about them, not having seen them. 

Bock testified further that on the day be- 
fore the fire Perry came to the plant and in 
crossing vacant ground burrs stuck to his 
overcoat. The watchman started to pick 
them off and in doing so felt a heavy packet 
in an outside pocket, which was fastened in 
by safety pins. When Perry observed this 
he pushed Bock away, according to the lat- 
ter’s story, and told him he would clean the 
coat himself. 

Bock's story further asserts that Perry's 
orders were not only to run cars into the 
buildings, but also to set them betweén the 
buildings, where they might be consumed if 
the buildings burned. There were two struct- 
ures to which there were no entrances which 
would admit cars and several were placed be- 
tween them. 


Tells of the Insurance Details. i 

The testimony of ex- President Baldwin 
was to the effect that false inventories had 
heen made of the value of the plant and its 
contents, on which an exofbitant amount 
of fire insurance had been asked. As to this 
Fire Attorney Johnson yesterday said: 

The original insurance was for $100,000. 
When Perry took hold of the property he or- 
dered it Increased to $200.000. All of this 
extra amount was not secured, however, so 
that the total at the time of the fire was 
$172,000. Of this statement there is not the 
slightest doubt. It can be verified by the 
insurance underwriters if any one ques- 
tions it. | 

Keep Discoveries a Secret. 

“What the insurance people have discoyv- 
ered in their investigation I do not know. 
As I understand it, however, they simply 
went into the question as to whether it was 
an ineendiary fire, and of that there is so lit- 
tle question they did not have to go far. Hav- 
ing proved that they were in a position to 
refuse payment on the policies. I do not un- 
derstand that any claim has been made on 
them. 

As to the attacks which have been made 
on Mr. Baldwin and Mr. Gaidzik, two of the 
witnesses whom we have examined, I would 
like to say there is not the least question 
about their, entire trustworthiness. They 
were not volunteer witnesses, and we had to 
argue with them for some time before they 
would talk freely. Neither appeared will- 
ing to believe Mr. Perry was guilty, and 
neither tried to implicate him in the affair 
more than their testimony naturally would.“ 


Sees Evidence Before Acting. 

It developed that part of the evidence 
against Perry was submitted to Justice Cal- 
lahan before the latter would issue the war- 
rant for the bank president's arrest. 

“It probably is this circumstance from 
which the story came that a higher officer 
had attempted to stop Lieut. Crane in his 
prosecution,” said Corporation Counsel Tol- 
man last evening. As a matter of fact, 
the lieutenant is not amenable to any police 
officer except Chief O'Neill in this investiga- 
tion. He has been detailed to assist the fire 
department, and reports only to Fire Attor- 
ney Johnson. 

Kohlsaat Interested in Case. | 

In the afternoon H. H. Kohlsaat visited the 
Criminal court and confered with Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barnes the 
charges made against Perry. 

“ Speaking solely as a friend of Mr. Perry, 
I told the assistant state's attorney that the 
banker should be given an opportunity to re- 
ply to the charges in a justice court before 
any effort was made to take the case before 
the grand jury,” Mr. Kohlsaat said after the 
interview. 

Attorney Barnes made the following state-

MORE LIGHT ON THE FAILURE. 


Perry Bank More Deeply Interested in 
Hegewisch Plant than Had 
Been Admitted. 


Investigation made into the court records 
of the bankruptcy of the Pease Car and Loco- 
motive works, which afterwards was reor- 
ganized into the Chicago Car and Locomotive 
company, under the control of I. N. Perry, 
showed that the indirect interest in the con- 
cern held by the National Bank of North 
America was far larger than has yet ap- 
peated. But 7 cents on the dollar as yet has 
been paid in the Pease failure. 7 

In the schedule of Habilities filed by Presi- 
dent F. M. Pease $144,500 worth of short term 
notes is credited to “‘ unknown holders of 
notes made and issued by the bankrupt.” 
According to the records in the office of Ref- 
eree Frank L. Wean, the great majority of 
these documents were negotiated through 
the Ba of North America, some of them 
being for money loaned as recentiy as five 
days before the failure of the Pease com- 
pany, on April 2 of last year. 

The bank itself appears as a creditor for 
$19, 116, although it was stated yesterday by 
An attorney for two other creditors that the 
interest of the institution purchased Wednes- 
day night by the Continental in reality 
amounted to considerably above $100,000. This 
charge could not be substantiated from the 
records, however, in which it appears that 
most of the unknown notes were sold or 
turned over to down state financiers, in- 
dorsed “ Without recourse to the National 
Bank of North America.“ 


Holders of Large Claims. 

The principal holders of these claims, ac- 
cording to Referee Wean’s books, are W. 
H. Ryan of Streator, HI., where Mr. Perry 
Was once engaged in the banking business. 
and Harold R. Mellen of Amboy, III. Ryan's 
purchase amounted to $60,010 in the form 
of twelve notes of $5,000 each, all nego- 
tiated through the Bank of North Ameri- 
ca. They were dated three weeks before the 
failure and became due at short intervals 
up to Aug. 8, 1903. 

On this investment Mr. Ryan so far has 
received but $4,200. He, in common with 
the other investors, is holding on for further 
payments on the strength of a vague prom- 
ise said to have been made by Mr. Pease 
that all creditors would be paid in full 
eventually. Mr. Mellen’s claim is for 852.818 
and is also in the form of notes made for 
money loaned, five of which show on their 
face that they were disposed of through 
the Perry bank. The Standard Trading com- 


shows ownership to $47,103 worth of notes. 
$27,000 of which were issued wit...n a month 
before the crash and are “‘ payable on de- 
mand,’’ Life insurance and stock certifi- 
cates offered by Pease as securities for this 
loan are described as of no value what- 
soever.”’ 
Losses a Cause of Friction. 

At the time of the Pease failure there was 
considerable friction with the out of town 
banks on the list of the Bank of North Amer- 
ica because that institution had led them to 
purchase loans that soon proved worthless. 
The First National bank of Hammond, Ind. 
appears on the list of creditors of the bank- 
rupt concern for $19,713; the First National 
bank of Amboy, III., for $5,000; the Union 
National bank of Stratton, III., for $5,000; 
and the Manufacturers’ National bank of 
Rockford for $8,375. Three $1,000 cash loans 
made within a fortnight of the bankruptcy 
proceedings are credited to Nannie M. Brown 
of Ashtabula; Colo.; to C. F. West, and to 
C. B. Ensign of Chicago. 

The appraisement of the Pease properties 
made under order of Judge Kohlsaat on June 
25, 1903. by John F. Wallace, now engineer of 
the Panama canal, and two assistants, was 
still missing yesterday from the files of the 
United States District court. Clerk MacMil- 
lan said that he was not sure that his office 
was responsible for it, but that every effort 
would be made to find it. According to Ed- 
win C. Day, receiver for the company, the 
appraisement was a low one. This is said to 
furnish a possible motive for its removal 
from the inspection of any tentative pur- 
chaser of the plant. 


New View of Fire. 
Mr. Day was unwilling to discuss the Pease 
bankruptcy in detail, but threw new light on 
the present charges of arson made against 


for the incendiary blaze of 
Oct. 9. * 


It seems to me,” said Mr. Day, that no 
intelligent man could have started the fires 
in the manner thus far described by the fire 
department officials. If it was the work of 
a firebug, the perpetrator of the déed must 
have been a man of low intelligence. Fuses 
and other paraphernalia were absolutely un- 
necessary to set a blaze in the Chicago Cag 
and Locomotive works that would defy detec- 
tion. All that would be néedful to burn the 
whole plant would be to drop a lighted cigar 
in the mass of inflammable shavings that is 
constantly turned out from the planing shop. 
I do not say that any of the Hegewisch - 
workmen would do such a thing, but it would 
be easy of accomplishment and the plant has 
suffered serious labor disturbances. There 
were two strikes while I was receiver. After 
the failure the force was cut from 300 to 150 
hands, an effort being made to keep all the 
married men in our employ. When the re- 
organization came inte effect the list was 
further cut to ninety.” 

It was said by Mr. Day that F. M. Pease 
informed him three weeks ago that he was 


the owner of the Chicago Car and Locomo- 
tivecompany. At the latter’s office yesterday 


: an inquirer was informed that Mr. Pease had 


gone to Philadelphia and that his return de- 
pended upon circumstances.“ 


PERRY PROFITS IN BANK DEA 


Directors Forced to Assume the Pease 
-Loan Before He Consents to 
the Sale. | 


From a financial viewpoint Isaac N. Perry 
got out of the National Bank of North Amer- 
ica muddle well. The price of his agree- 
ment to consent to the sale of the bank's 
assets was that the bank should assume that 
portion of the Pease loan which he had 
shouldered. In other words, he unloaded on 
the stockholders the burden which he alone 
had been carrying, and it appears the direc- 
tors were glad to wind up the business at 
that price. Mr. Perry, therefore, instead of 
losing anything by the sale, is a large gainer. 
The amount involved in one way and another 
was $185,000. Mr. Perry has told some of his 
friends that he tntends to take a rest and is 
looking at the bright side of his troubles, 
On the basis of a book value of 145, his 2,500 
shares of North America stock are worth 
$362,500 


Now that the deal for the sale has been 
closed, the real sentiment of the directors 
is finding expression. It appears there was 
lack of confidence in the head of the institu- 
tion as one who could be relied on to get it 
out of its troubles. The board did not feel 
it could stand behind a leader who wavered 
and was unable to demonstrate his ability 


to resist all assaults. In the circumstances | 


the board determined to dispose of the busi- 
ness of the institution before any possible 
embarrassment could arise. The publication 
in THe Trispune of the facts about the ef- 
forts of the police authorities to have Mr. 
Perry indicted hastened the sale, but at the 
same time prevented the directors from mak- 
ing as good a bargain as they might other- 
wise have succeeded in doing. . 


Some Profit and Loss Figures. 

What the value of the stock of the National 
Bank of North America is depends upon 
what losses will have to be borne through 
bad loans. The Continental National bank 
will pay to the National Bank of North Amer- 
icay which still exists as an organization, but 
without conducting a business, $350,000 cash. 
This, in effect, is the sum paid by the Con- 
tinental for the good will of the North Amer- 
ica. In return for the payment it secures 
over $14,000,000 in deposits and has all loans 
guaranteed. The bonus is equal to $17.50 on 
each share of the $2,000,000 capital stock. As 
the bank was in operation a little over two 
years and four months and paid one divi- 
dend of 1% per cent, or $25,000, on Oct. 10, 
the entire transaction is equivalent to about 
6.4 per cent return on the capital stock and 
paid in surplus for the period the North 
America was in operation. 

It now devolves upon the directors and 
stockholders of the North America to liqui- 
date their business. One director estimated 
yesterday that the losses would not exceed 
$200,000. As the book value of the stock is 
139, the surplus and profits being $752,425, 
there would be added from the bonus at least 
$150,000 of the $350,000 paid by the Conti- 
nental. 
and profits, there results $902,425 to be di- 
vided, making the book value $145 a share 
for the stock. 

The same director who estimated the out- 
side figure at $200,000 thought the losses 
could be held to $150,000. In that event the 
book value would be $147.60 a share. 3 

It is proposed to pay dividends in liquida- 
tion at the rate of one-third in thirty days, 
one-third in sixty days, and one-third in 
ninety days. Inside of four months it is 
expected the entire matter will be closed up. 


New Directors for Continental. 


At the Continental National bank yester- 
day and last night there was much extra 
business in caring for the new customers. 
The work moved along smoothly and the om - 
cers of the bank were gratified with the day's 
results. In order to please the new patrons 
the Continental will shortly add to its di- 
rectory A. W. Harris, B. A. Eckhart, and 
Edward Hines, directors of the National 
Bank of North America. 


URGE ANOTHER INVESTIGATION. 


Insurance Men Say. Their Own Agents 
Should Examine Into the Hege- 
wisch Plant Fire. 


The insurance companies are likely to make 
an independent investigation of the Hege- 
wisch fire. The adjustment of the loss is en- 
tirely in the hands of the Western Adjust 
ment company. The city authorities have 
been conferring with the adjustment com- 
pany, but the insurance interests have so far 
relied on the evidence secured by the city. 
Some of the local representatives of the com- 
panies now insist that the adjusters start 
an investigation. 

The insurance policies have not been sur- 
rendered and the brokers who placed the 
Une claim that they will not be. The ad- 
justers are endeavoring to secure these pon- 
cies and thus release the companies from lia- 
ollity. It is said that the loss claimant in 
this case will wait until the outcome of the 
prosecution of Mr. Perry, and if he is cleared 
a claim will be made for the insurance. 

Adjusters who have seen the affidavits 
gathered by city authorities give it as their 
opinion that no claim will be made for the 
insurance.

ONE MAN KILLED AND OTHERS IN- 
JURED IN CONCERT HALL. 


Resort at 145 West Madison Street Is 


Filled with More than 100 Persons. 


When Fiash of Flame Bursts Out 
, Aeross Stage—Inmates Shatter the 
Doors and Windows in Effort te E- 
cape — Flimsy Construction Saves 
Them—Blaszse Starts in Scenery. 


In a concert hall fire at 145 West Madison 
street last evening, that resembled the Iro- 
quois disaster i: miniature, one man was 
burned to death and several others were 
burned and injured in the rush for safety. 
Only the filmsy construction of the place, 
that enabled the inmates to shatter doors 
and windows against which they were hurled, 
prevented further loss of life.

Fire Sterts in the Scenery. 

The concert hall is owned by M. S. Fewer 
and is run in conjunction with his saloon at 
Union and Madison streets. Both are on the 
ground floor of a two story wooden bullding, 
the upper floor of which is used as a hotel. 
In the rear of the stage a large quantity of 
canvas and framework that had been used 
as scenery in the resort prior to the Iroquois 
fire is said to have been stored. The fire is 
declared to have started in the disused ma- 
terial, from a cigaret thrown away by a 
performer. | 

More than a hundred persons were in the 
hall, applauding the efforts of Miss Hanson, 
when a flash of flame spread across the stage. 
In a moment the stage was filled with 
smoke, but the flames did not reach to the 
section occupied by spectators. A rush was 
made for the street door, when several em- 
ployés clambered to the stage to extin- 
guish the fire. The rear door of the stage 
already had been thrown open by the flee- 
ing performers, and as the front door and 
windows were shajtered by the crowd the 
flames swept across the auditorium and 
through the windows to the street. 


Man’s Body Found on Stage. 
The rush of flame resembled an explosion, 
and Hogan and Burns, who had reached the 


stage, were overcome. The latter, although 


badly burned, managed to stagger to the 
street. Hogan’s body was found on the 
stage after the fire had been extinguished. 

The fire spread quickly through the build- 
ing and the efforts of the firemen were de- 
voted to saving adjoining structures. The 
barber shop of Frank Leo, 141 West Madi- 
son street, was damaged. Several inmates 
of the Coney Island hotel, above thé con- 
cert hall, were carried to the street by fire- 
men. None was injured.. The damage was 
$5,000.

FINDS MOST ANTIQUE STATUE. 


Dr. E. S. Banks of Chicago Believes 
Babylonian Trophy Has Greatest 
Age in the World. 


Dr. E. 8. Banks, fleld director of the Tni- 
versity of Chicago expedition to Babylonia, 
has reported the discovery of a statue which 
he regards as the oldest in the world. The 
statue, which was found eight feet under 
the ruins of the ancient city of Udnun, near 
the present village of Bismya, has been 
identified by an inscription as that of King 
Daddu of Udnun. 

The statue is of pure white marble, weigh- 
ing 200 pounds. The head was missing 
thirty yards away from the rest. The 
statue is almost perfect. Dr. Banks places 
especial emphasis in his letter on the fact 
that the arms are free from the body and 
the statue in the round instead of in bas- 
relief. 

The city of Udnun is mentioned in the 
code of Hammurabi, but little is known of it. 
Who King Daddu is and the period in which 
he reigned is uncertain. The earliest rec- 
ords do not mention him. i 


BIND, GAG, THROW FROM BRIDGE 


Employe of Car Works Says After Two 
Men Attacked Him He Was 
Rescued by Others. 


Stephen Morish, employed by the American 
Steel car works, reported to the police last 
night that two men attacked, bound, and 
gagged him, and threw him from a railroad 
bridge near Hegewisch into Hyde lake.

MANY MINES MAY CLOSE, 


WAGE DISPUTE WITH ENGINEERS 
THREATENS SHUTDOWN. 


Operators Say They Have Done Best to 
Agree — Require Definite Answer 
Next Tuesday-—50,000 Men and 240 

Plants Affected—Justice Says Strik- 
ers’ Request to Arbitrate with Non- 
unionists Means to “Slug”—Five Em- 
ployers Sign with Drivers. 


Work in the 240 mines controlled by the 
Illinois Coal Operators’ association will stop 
next Tuesday if the hoisting engineers do not 
by that time agree to arbitrate their differ- 
‘ ences with their employers. This will throw 
50,000 men out of work. The operators then 
will endeavor to secure other engineers and 
will reopen their mines in ten days or two 
weeks. 

This is the plan decided on, according to

VACCINATION OR HO ORE 


Health Commissioner Reynolds ‘Calls 
Attention of Parents, Guardians, 
and School Teachers te Ordinance— 

Yomnger the Child Attacked the 
More Deadly Is Disease—No Case of 
Smallpox Has Developed’ Among 
Those Recently Treated. 


It ts the duty and legal right of every em- 
ployer to make recent vaccination a condi- 
tion of continued employment. and Health 
Commissioner Reynolds yesterday called at- 
tention to the fact in a bulletin warning 
every one to take precautionary measures 
against a further spread of smallpox. Pa- 
rents, guardians, and school teachers alsa 
have their attention called to the following 
provision of the ordinance: 

Every person having the care, custody, or con- 
trol of any minor or other individual! shall cause 
and procure such individual to be sé promptly, 
frequently, and effectively vaccinated that such 
minor or individual shall not dane, or be liable to 
take, the smallpox. 

Healthy infants, declares the commission- 
er, should be vaccing@ted within the first three 
months after birth, or as soon thereafter as 
practicable, and children should be revac- 
cinated between the ages of 12 and 15 years. 
If it doesn't take the individual wil! not 
contract the disease. If it does, the commis- 
sioner says, the fact is proof positive that 
the person treated would have been liable 
to smallpox if exposed to contagion. 


Vaccination Is Absolute Safeguard. 

The bulletin says: 

It is notorius that emallpox exists, not only in this 
community but widely throughout the United 
States, and that it is being continually introduced 
into the city, whereby every unvaccinated or im- 
perfectly vaccinated individual is exposed to the 
danger of catching the disease. It is equally 
notorious that every case of smallpox in Chicago, 
for many years, has been among the unvaccinated 
or the imperfectly vaccinated. Not one case of 
smallpox has occurred among those recently and 
effectively vaccinated. 

It is to the Interest of every employer to cause 
and procure the prompt and effective vaccination 
of every one in his employ, and the law gives him 
the authority and makes it his duty so to Alo. 
This gives the employer the means of protecting 
his own business, as well as the business of the 
city generally, against the Injury which always 
follows the ene of smallpox among em- 
ployés. 

Proper vaccination, as perfected by the depart- 
ment, causes little or no suffering, disability from 
work, or disfiguring scars. Severe inflammation, 
swollen glands, high fever, and other objectionable 
results of the old time vaccination are never caused 
by the operation when performed under the rules 
of the department—copies of which may be ob- 
talned in room 4, city hall. 

Secure the vaccination of all in your care, cus- 
tody, or control. Get vaccinated yourself. 

Younger Children in Danger. 

It is pointed out that fully one-third of the 
cases of smallpox are among the children 
under 6 years old, and the younger the child 
attacked the more deadly the disease.

WILL TAKE UP PHONE FIGHT. 


to Decide Franchise and Pay Trou- 
bles with Company. 


At the next meeting of the city council Ald. 
Blake will introduce a resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to take 
up the many sided and greatly vegatious 
telephone question. At present three sub- 
committees from as many standing commit- 
tees are wrestling with it. 

One from the judiciary committee has in 
charge the matter of regulating charges for 
extra service not provided for in the rates 


the committee.on gas, oil, and electric lights 
is considering the troubles growing out of 
the toll charges inside the city limits.

FRENCH WRITER GIVES VIEWS OF 
HIS NATIVE LAND. | 


The Rev. Charles Wagner Says World 
Gains False Idea of Frivolity of Peo- 
ple Through Failure to See Behind 
Paris Scenes Into Family Circle— 
Declares Domestic Ties Are Drawn 
Tightly and That Outsiders Know 
Only the Surface.

The simple home life of the people of 
France was defended last night by the Rev. 
Charles Wagner, the French writer. The 
author talked before the members cf the 
Twentieth Century club at the residence of 
C. T. Boal, 1782 Michighn avenue. In spite 
of the handicap of language—he being, he 
said, a “very young Englishman ’’—Mr.. 
Wagner made his Hsteners understand his 
views of the aims of the educators of his 
native land. 

“I Know that the outside world,” he said, 
while recognizing or courtesy, considers 
us a frivolous people. Some of our literature 
has a bad reputation. Visitors to Paris see 
the boulevards, perhaps the Moulln Rouge, 
and other sights of the capital, and they con- 
clude we are a corrupt nation. 

Visitors See Only Surface. 

“ When they see Paris they see only what 
is on the surface. I will tell you of these who 
work and who are the basis of the strength 
of the country. 

Home life and the family center are 
strong in France and in Paris. These do- 
mestic. circles are close—too close. Nobody 
can get in from the outside. Foreigners, 


visitors, cannot find this phase of our life | 


for this reason, and they think it does not 
exist.“ : 

In the heart of Paris, where the Rev. Mr. 
Wagner has lived and worked many years, he 
said he found all the hidden virtues "’ and 


examples of the highest self-sacrifice among | 


the working people. After the Franco-Prua- 
sian war, he said, new national ideas were 


introduced, which still are being worked out. | 


The creation of great armies then was not 
demanded, but the education of all classes. 


Talks of School System. 

A considerable portion of the writer’s ad- 
dress was given to his de -cription of the 
way the school system had been evolved. 
The most important school, he said, was 
„not the seminary or university but fhe pri- 
mary schools of the people.“ He denied 
that the institutions of France were godle s, 
and said they taught everything that was 
best.

sisted the schools. he said. and he told of 
how the most learned profited by contact 
with the les fortunate. “The wieest mer 
learns most,“ was the way he expressed the 
results of the interchange. The system, he 
said, was productive of good feeling between 
the classes, for, by coming to know each 
other, they ceased to fear each other. 
Wants to Know Americans. 

I do not come to America.“ he said. to 
see your gigantic industries. Iam interested 
in your cities, and I wish to know more of 
your wonderful progress in material ways. 
I want to come to know of the American fam- 
ily. I want to know your homes and 
thoughts.“

| CRUSHED BY A COAL ROAD. 
The interstate commerce commission list- 
enedethe other day to the story of John C. 
Haddock, an independent coal operator in 
Pennsylvania, of the way in which the Lack- 
awanna railroad, one of the members of the 
anthracite coal trust. put him out of busi- 
ness. Many men who have grievances are 
a little given to exaggeration, and Mr. Had- 
dock may be one of them, but his tale of 
wrongs bears the stamp of truth. The coal 
roads have confessedly done to other inde 
pendent operators who would not knuckle 
down to them what Mr. Haddock says the 
Lackawanna has done to him. 5 
Mr. Haddock says that he could get fro 
the road neither cars sufficient to carry his 
coal to market nor equitable freight rates. 
He was obliged to pay the published tariff 


ments with the road paid much less. He es- 
timates that the difference between what he 
had to pay and the smaller amount he should 
have been charged aggregated $800,000, but 
all he could get out of the road was $150,000. 

Mr. Haddock complained to the manage- 
ment of the road, and the only answer he got 
was a suggestion that he turn over his prop- 
erties to it. Apparently this was a case of 
Naboth’s vineyard. The railroad coveted 
his mine. The end of it all was that, after 
an eight years’ struggle, the weaker went 
to the wall.

THE ADMIRAL’S EXPLANATION.

Its 
chateau, in the neighborhood of the Danish

The palace was filled with so many art 
treasures, which were sold along with it to 
the king, that the people congratulated 
themselves on the fact that the pictures, the 
tapestries, and the superb old rococo furni- 
ture were destined to remain in the country 


instead of being dispersed abroad. 


King George started in by selling a wing 
of 3 outright for 144,000 crowns, and 
then rented the remainder at most advan- 
tageous rates to the government for use as 
the Supreme Court of Appeal and to several 
members of the royal family. Then he pro- 
ceeded to send the Gobelin tapestries, the 
furniture, the paintings, the cabinets, and, in 
fact, everything that was of value, even to 
the chandeliers and candelabra, to Paris, 
for the purpose, it was said, of having them 
repaired and restored by competent artists. 

It now turns out that, instead of being re- 
paired, all these treasures have been sold, 
at enormous prices, through London and 
Paris dealers, to Baron Gustave and Baron 
Alphonse Rothschild, and to certain other 
collectors, among whom the name of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan is mentioned. Baron Alphonse 
Rothschild, it appears. indeed, paid to King 
George the sum of 1,000,000 francs for only 
four of the Gobelin tapestries, which are 
superb specimens of the finest work of the 
early part of the eighteenth century. In- 
deed, it is estimated that King George’s orig- 
inal investment of 350,000 crowns has netted 
him in one way and another a clear profit of 
over $3,000,000; 

It has, however, led to a good deal of criti- 
cism in Denmark. where it is held that King 
George has acted wrongly in taking such an 
immense pecuniary advantage of the misfor- 
tunes of the illustrious house of Bernstorff, 
which for centuries has been renowned for 
its leyal and devoted services to the crown, 
while announcement is made that in conse- 
quence of the king’s sale at Paris and in 
London of the contents of the Bernstorff 
palace a bill is about to be submitted to par- 
liament for the enactment of a law similar to 
the so-called Pasca’’ law in Italy, pro- 
hibiting. under severe penalties, the export of 
treasures of national art and archseolozy 
from the country without the consent of the 
government. 

As will have been seen by the cable dis- 
patches, the anointment of King Peter of 
Servia, after repeated postponements, even- 
tually took place in the monastery in the old 
Zica monastery church at Kraljevo. None 
of the foreign envoys was present, only 
Servian dignitaries, and it is perhaps due to 
the absence of the foreign representatives 
that King Peter, anxious to propitiate the 


regieides, to whom, after all, he owes his 


throne, instrusted the notorious Col. 
Mischitch with the duty of carrying the royal 
crown on a cushion throughout the religious 
ceremony. The colonel, it may be remem- 
bered, was the leader of the gang of officers 
who murdered King Alexander and Qveen 
Draga. taking an actual vart in the butchery. 

Under the circumstances. it must be ad- 
mitted that the conduct of King Edward of 
Great Britain and of Queen Wihelmina of 
Holland in declining to hold any intercourse 
with King Peter. or to accredit diplomats to 
his court as long as he refrains from punish- 
ing the regicides and eliminating them from 
his entourage, compares favorably with those 
other powers which have virtually condoned 
the assassination of the late king and queen 
of Servia by resuming the diplomatic rela- 
tions with the court of Belgrade which they 
had broken off at the time of the murder. 

— 

Neither the Castellanes nor the Gontaud- 
Birons, nor the Uzes. nor yet the Noailles 
condescerided to attend the marriage of their 
young kinswoman, Mile. de Turenne, to 
Arthur: Meyer. the editor of the Gaulois. in 
the church of St. Clotilde at Paris the other 
day.

There were only a dozen people at the most 
present at the ceremony, which has aroused 
the utmost indignation among all the older 
houses of the nch aristocracy by reason 
of the antecedents of the bridegroom, their 
l-will being. mainly directed against the 
de’s, near relatives, who, by assuring a 
small annuity to the unfortunate girl, could 
have saved her from what was avowedly not 
a love match, but merely a means of provid- 
ing for her materia! future.

Another Parisian marriage, at which, how- 
ever, all the great world was present. was 
that which united the young marguis of 
Albufera to Mile. Anna Massena d' Essling de 
Rivoli. The bridegroom is the only son and 
heir of the duke of Albufera, grandson of 
that Field Marshal Suchet who was the duke 
of Wellington’s principal antagonist during 
the peninsular war, and who was created by 
the first Napoleon French duke of Albufera 
for his services in Spain. As the duchess of 
Albufera is a daughter of Count Cambaceros 
and of Princess Bathildis Bonaparte, a grand- 
daughter of Lucien Bonaparte, the bride- 
groom may be said to have Bonaparte blood 
in his veins and to be nearly related to the 
former imperial house of

The duke of Albufera's mother was a Prus- 
sian, having deen born at Berlin as the 
daughter of the head of the great mercantile 
firm ot Schickler Bros. Her two brothers, 
Barons Ferdinand and Arthur Schickler, who 
were created barons by the late Emperor 
William a year before the outbreak of the 
war between France and Germany, are now 
completely Parisianized. make their home 
altogether in the French capital, and are 
among the most importer’ members of ‘the 
Fr nch turf, both one and the other being 
valued and popular members of the French 
Jockey club. 

The bride is the great-grandniece of the 
famous French Marshal Massena, and her 
mother, who was a great favorite of the late 
Queen Victoria. was the adopted daughter 
and heiress of Mme.

Pinero Plays a Joke on 
Theater Going Public. 


“A Wife Without a Smile, Wr tten as 
a Rebuke to People Who Only ~~ 
Want to 


A joke that needs explaining, you may say, 
is not worth making. Yet the joke con- 
tained in “A Wife Without a Smile” is 
good enough to miss fire by its excellence. 
That there is great danger, indeed, of such 
a catastrophe i: evident from the general 
tone of the criticisms that appeared in most 
of the London papers yesterday morning. 
One critic dubs the piece a Palais Royal 
farce; another complains that the fun is trite; 
a third that the humor is too subtle. 

And the majority of the first night au- 
dience, the people against whom the gibe 
was leveled, were equally puzzled. ‘‘ Poor 
Pinero!“ exclaimed a typical playgoer; it's 
about time he left off writing plays when he 
is obliged to make a dancing doll his princi- 
pal character.“ Then he returned to the au- 
ditorium to roar with laughter, and to prove, 
once again, the puerile intelligence to which 
the British dramatist is compelled to address 
himself. 

There, since one is obliged to speak blunt- 
ly, is the explanation of Mr. Pinero's 
dancing doll, and of the trivial, childish 
story in which the doll plays the principal 
part. In “Iris” the great dramatist gave 
the public of his best. He handled a fine 
theme; he laid bare his soul. And what hap- 
pened? The playgoer, the dear, easy going 
playgoer, voted the piece dull! It might not 
be dull, he yawningly admitted, to those peo- 
ple who cared about the serious side of life. 
For his part he preferred to guffaw. After 
all, what was the good of a dramatist unless 
he could assist a fellow to digest his dinner 


and sive him an appetite, for supper? 


Something Comic Always Wanted. 
Discouraged, yet hopeful, Mr. Pinero tried 
again. This time it was Letty.” Again the 


theme was mainly serious, yet he conceded 


to the gorged playgoer some comic charac- 
ters and a happy ending.“ Letty.” con- 
sequently, found more favor than Iris“; 
Still. however, it was neither a reliable di- 
gestive nor a pleasing appetizer. 

Then the dramafist laughed—a bitter, sar- 
donic laugh. “ What these good people 
want.“ he said to himself, is a dancing doll. 
After all, they are children in art. They 
shall be treated as children. I wil! tell them 
to blow upon the back of my watch and see 
it a. open. They shall have their dancing 
doll. 


— 
Plotting the Hoax. 
Setting to work with cynical glee. he wrote 
“A Wife Without a Smile.“ Always keeping 
in sight the necessity for the dancing doll. he 
constructed a Nttle plot that should be a 
faithful parody of the artificial. pretty-pretty 
“fake” plots that the dear British public 
had grown to love. He took a dull man who 
thought himself a humorist and married him 
to a girl with a real sense of humor. The 
audience was not to know, however, hat 
this girl really possessed a keen sense of 
humor, and so she was represented as being 
bored to death by her husband's silly jokes 
and was dubbed “a wife without a smile.” 
— 


Toys to Amuse the Public. 

The husband was made to import toys and 
the dancing doll. He gave the excuse that 
he was anxious to make his wife laugh, but 
that was not the real reason. 

Mr. Pinero introduced the toys and the 
dancing doll because he knew that they 
would be the success of the play; he knew, 
this man who had suffered so shamefully at 
the hands of the playgoer. that the dancing 
doll would set the simple audience laughing 


against themselves and fill the theater for 


months and months: Thus he made Rip- 
pingill say: Dear friend. I own I am ex- 
tremely sanguine as to the effect of these 
droll playthings. Heavens, I hope they in- 
clude the wriggling snake! The wriggling 
snake is irresistible.“ And again a little 
later: Dear friend, I repeat, I rest great 
hopes upon this display. (With convietion.) 
This is irresistible.”” And irresistible the 
Gisplay proved. So far, so pitifully good. 


Working Up to the Problem. 

Then the dramatist prepared the little 
* problem.’’ Rippingill, who had divorced 
his first wife, was caused to discover that the 
decree nisi had not been made absolute. The 
humorist, on the discovery, clutched his 
brow, and the audience sat up in expectation 
of violent emotion on the part of Mrs. Rip- 
pingill.

N Makers of the French Revolution, 


I nave ventured to believe that the people might 


be in the right. Ah, doubtless a patrician soiled 
with such a thought deserves vengeance! But I 
am still guiltier than you think; for it is my belief 
that the people which complains is always right; 
that its indefatigable patience always waits the 
uttermost excesses of oppression before it can de- 
termine on resisting.—Mirabeau to the Provence 
assembly of notables. 

T was Carlyle’s view that the French revo- 
lution disclosed three original men,“ 
Mirabeau, Danton, and Napoleon: The 
whole man Mirabedu and every part of 
his tempestuous career were built on a 

prodigious scale. He sinned gigantically 
then strove Titanically to atone. His dig. 
| ugly face was pitted by smallpox and seamed 
by excesses and disease; but his winning 
manners charmed women and men. His huge 
body, massive head crowned with an enor- 
‘mous shock of black hair, magnetic presence, 
leonine scorn and pride, thunderous voice, 
gift for annihilating an antagonist’s best con- 
trived sophistries by a single volcanic roar 
pregnant with wisdom, made him the most 
effective, powerful, and dreaded of orators 
and debaters. His exterisive knowledge of 
histofy and political institutions, great com- 
mon sense, and profound opportunism ren- 


modern statesmen. Mirabeau was the sole 
force which constrained the king and queen 
to recognize the revolution and restrained 
the revolutionists from cutting off the king s 
and queen’s heads. What woes he might 
have saved France had he not been untimely 
cut off in the midst of his labors! ' 


The babe Gabriel Monoré Riquetti was an 
immense fellow, and was born, according to 
report, with two “ grinders’ ready cut. His 
father, a harsh, crabbed noble, who wrote 
ably on political economy, described: him 
when not 12 years old as clever, base, cross- 
grained, “the embryo of a shaggy headed 
bully and killcow that would swallow the 
wond.” Whifulness and obstinacy caused 
him at 15 to be deprived of his name; dubbed 
“Pierre Buffiere,’”’ and bundled off to a mili- 
tary boarding school in Paris. He here 
learned good and evil, mathematics and 
sword play, languages and women, with 
equal speed. At Saintes, where he was sent 
at 18 as a dragoon, he gambled and competed 
successfully against his colonel for the favors 
of a bailiff’s daughter—the first of an un- 
precedented series of triumphant amours. 
His tough old father, hearing of his doings, 
had him locked in a fortress at Rhe. 7 
He had not been out, ot the fortress two 
hours when he almost killed in a duel a 
swindling former messmate who insulted him 
by speaking to him on thestreet. After fight- 
ing bravely in Corsica he left the army in 
1770, settled on an estate in Limousin, and 
married a daughter of the marquise de Ma- 
rignan. Because he got deeply in debt his 
father threw him into the castle of Joux, 
near Pontarlier. He ran away from this 
place to Amsterdam with Sophie de Ruffen, 
the young wife of the aged marquis de Mon- 
nier, and earned a scant living for eight 
months by doing hack work for the Dutch 


sentenced him to death. In 1777 the states 
general handed him over to France, and he 
was thrown into the castle of Vincennes where 
he wrote his indecent “‘ Biblion Nroticon,“ 
and his able essay attacking lettres de cachet, 
of which, in his life, he had almost a score 
issued against him. Being released he strug- 
gled fruitlessly to prevent bis wife from 
getting a diyorce.

His burning eloquence and passionate ad- 
vocacy of the people's rights: at once. made

Mirabeau was no demagogue. He trembied 
at the “nocturnal orgy of Aug. 4, 1789, 
when so many of the institutions of o4 
France were felled by one blow. “Thenotion 
of equality is only a fit of the revolutionary 
fever,” he declared. He jeered at Ia. 
fayette’s declaration of the rights of man, 
and nicknamed its author “Grandison-Crom- 
well.“ He wished to establish in France a 
constitutional monarchy, modeled after that 
of England but adapted to the peculiar needs 


and temperament of the French nation. His 


batred of anarchy was deep-rooted. Hs 
strove to gain the confidence of the stupid 
king and clever but mistrustful queen, and 
did manage to get them to pay his debts and 
accept him asaquasi-minister. His relations 
with the court being suspected, Marat pro- 
posed to gibbet him and the assembly enacted 
that no member should take office under the 
crown while holding his seat or for siz 
months after. 


Mirabeau's hopes of becoming head of a 
ministry were biasted. His health broke. 
Still he worked on. Dumont, Claviere, La- 
mourette, Pelleno, Raybes gathered facts for 
him, even wrote for him speeches upon which 
he put the stamp of his own marvelous ge- 
mus. He spoke night and day, and the peo- 
ple's love for him grew. Madam, the mon- 
archy is saved.“ he said as he kissed the 
still mistrustful queen’s hand ata surrep- 
titious meeting at St. Cloud. Perhaps it 
might have been had its great defender lived. 
But ag the great tribune himself said, he was 
dying as by slow re.“ Hespoke five times 
in the assembly on March 29, 1791, and then 
quitted it forever.

Prof. Keith insists that it is essential for 
the school to supply all needful for the de- 
velopment of the individual into a socially 
emcient being. To accomplish this end he 
wil urge that the public schools must have 
gymnasia. gardens, workshops, excursions, 
opportunities for invention and discovery, 
and that blind devotion to knowledge as a 
thing valuable in itself must be abolished. 

The speaker will argue that the conserva- 
tism of society retards the development of 
the schools. and that social poverty and so- 
Mal selfishness also are frequent barriers to 
the educational efficiency of the public 
schools.. Prof. Keith wil] declare that to ac- 
complish the highest ideals of education the 
rigidity of the system of gradation and grad- 
ing must be modified and molltfied. 

Would Invite In the Community. 

The professor will throw down the gauntlet 
to the Chicago educators who have opposed 
the opening of the public schools as social 
"centers by declaring that the twentieth cent- 
ary school library tnust be the library of the 


community, that the gymnasium be thrown |) 


open to the public. and entertainments and 
ledtures supported by the community must 
be given in the school. 

The speaker will say that the twentieth 
century demands that the teacher be mature, 
that she have greater scholarship, wider 
motor acquaintance with industries, more 

of initiative and construction than 
many of the teachers of today possess, and a 
culture which comes from a sympathetic and 
constructive contact with a wide range of 
human activities as well as from an inter- 
pretation of literature and art. 
General Discussion to Follow. 

After Prof. Keith has read his paper the 
subject will be thrown open to discussion, 
which will be led by Supt. J. J. Allison of 
Joliet. The sessions of the convention will 
be held in the First Methodist Episcopal 
The general subject to

‘BAKED BEAN SOUP.—Three cups cold 
baked beans, three pints water, two slices 
onion, two stalks celery, one and a half cups 
stewed and strained tomatoes, two table- 
spoons butter, two tablespoons flour, one 
tablespoon chili sauce, salt, pepper. Put the 
first four ingredients in the saucepan, sim- 
mer thirty minutes; rub through a sieve, 
add tomato and chill sauce, season to taste 
with salt and pepper, and bind with the but- 
ter and flour cooked together. 

CREAM OF LIMA BEAN SOUP.—One 
cup Gried Lima beans, three pints cold wa- 
ter, two slices onion, four slices carrot, one 
cup cream or mik, four tablespoons butter, 
two tablespoons flour, one teaspoon salt, half 
teaspoon pepper. Soak beans overnight, in 
the morning drain and add cold water, cook 
until soft, and rub: through a sieve. Cut 
vegetables in small cubes and cook five min- 
utes in half the butter. Remove vegetables, 
add flour, salt, and pepper, and stir into boil- 
ing soup. Add cream, reheat, strain, and add 
remalning butter in small pieces. 

CORN SOUP.—One can corn, one pint boil- 
ing water, one pint milk, one slice onion, two 
tablespoons butter, two tablespoons flour, 
one teaspoon salt, few grains pepper; chop 
the corn, add water, and simmer twenty min- 
utes; rub through a sieve. Scald milk with 
onion, remove onion, and add milk to corn. 
Bind with butter and flour cooked together, 
add salt and pepper. 

PEA SOUP.—One can marrowfat peas, two 
teaspoons sugar, one pint cold water, one 
pint milk, one slice onlon, two tablespoons 


BLACK BEAN SOUP.—One pint black 
from their liquor, 


n pepper. Drain peas 
d sugar and cold water, 
and simmer twenty minutes. Rub through 
a sieve, reheat, and thicken with butter and 
flour cooked together, Scald milk with onion, 
remove onion and add milk to pea mixture, 
season with salt and pepper. Peas too old 
to serve as a vegetable may be utilized for 


soups. 

SPLIT PEA SOUP.—One cup dried split: 
peas, two and a half quarts cold.water, one 
pint. milk, one-half onion, three tablespoons 
butter, two tablespoons flour, one and a half 
teaspoons salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, 
two inch cube fat salt pérk. Pick over peas 
and soak several hours, drain, add cold wa- 
ter, pork, and onion. Simmer three or four 
hours, or until soft. Rub through a sieve; 
add butter and flour cooked together, salt 
and pepper; dilute with milk, adding more 
if necessary. The water in which a ham has 
been cooked may be used. In such case omit 
salt. 

POTATO SOUP.—Three potatoes, one quart 
milk, two slices onion, three tablespoons but- 
ter, two tablespoons flour, one and a half 
teaspoons salt, one-quarter teaspoon celery 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, few grains 
cayenne, one teaspoon chopped parsley. Cook 
potatoes in boiling water; when soft rub 
through a strainer. Scald milk with onion, 
remo¥We onion, and add milk slowly to po- 
tatoes. Melt half the butter, add dry ingre- 
dients, stir until well mixed, then stir into 
bofling soup. Cook one minute, strain, add 
remaining butter, and sprinkle with parsley. 

TOMATO SOUP.—One can tomatoes, one 
pint water, twelve peppercorns, bit of bay 
leaf, four cloves, two teaspoons sugar, one 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon soda, 
two tablespoons butter, three tablespoons 
flour, one slice onion Cook the first six in- 
gredients twenty minutes; strain, add salt 
and soda; bind and strain into tureen. 

MOCK BISQUE SOUP.—One-half can to- 
matoes, two teaspoons sugar, one-quarter 
teaspoon soda, one quart milk, one slice 
onion, four tablespoons flour, one teaspoon 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, one-third 
cup butter. Scald the milk with onjon, re- 
move onion, and thicken milk with flour, 
diluted with cold water until thin enough to 
pour, being careful that the mixture is free 
from lumps. Cook twenty minutes, stirring 
constantly at first. Cook tomatoes with 
sugar fifteen minutes, add soda, and rub 
through a sieve; combine mixtures, and 
strain into tureen over butter, salt, and pep- 
per.

Your optic 
nerve is comparatively unnecessary with 
him. It is your mind that he wants used.” 
Mr. Shaw, according to Mr. Daly, teaches 
us that it is a far braver thing to allow your 
hands to hang by your side when insulted 
and to fight with your brains than it is to 
put up your hands to box with your enemies, 
as 1 believe they are kangaroos 
to do. A distinguished citizen of our country, 
noted for his pugnacious disposition, has de- 
clared that the boy wo will not fight is not 
worth his salt. What a deplorabie state- 
ment, coming from a man ol power, position, 
and privilege. In the centuries to come our 
children's children will still gain wisdom 
from the poets, and yet this man's advice 
appears to be that our future Shelleys, Mu- 
tons, and Shakspeares should spend their 
time at fisticuffs, brawling in the streets like 
draymen, rather than taking their pens,into 
some quiet corner and give us God's great 
gifts to them—their thoughts.

WOMEN ARE TO ERECT SUMMER 
HOUSE FOR SOCIETY. ° 
Northwestern University ‘Settlement 
Organization Decides to 


Win Be on Lake or Stream Within | 
Fifty Miles of Chicago, with Bath- 
ing, Boating, Fishing, and Forest — 
Members Will Study Mature 


On the dank of some lake or beside a stream 
within fifty miles of Chicago the Woman's 
Columbian club of Northwegtern University 
settlement will erect a summer home for the 
organization. By a large majority it d 
cided yesterday to buy the site and construct 
the house. i 

No woman's club ever before has attempted 
to extend its work through the summer dy 
moving its headquarters into the country, 
and by this innovation the women of the 
Columbian club hope to accomplish great 
things in the way of education. 

Want Beach and Forest. 

The site of the clubhouse has not been se- 
lected, but several places are in view, and 
the one which meets the following require- 
ments will be chosen: 

The lake or stream must be shallow so the women 
and children can go boating and swimming with 
safety. 

The water must have a sandy bottom so the toes 
of the bathers will not be bruised on sharp stones or 
bowlders, and there must be no snakes. 

The forest surrounding the site must be primeval 
and abounding in wild flowers, to give opportu- 
nities for nature study. 

The land inust be fertile, so flowers and vegy 
ctables can de grown by amateurs. | 

There must be a village near the site, where sup- 
plies may be purchased cheaply. 

There muat be good fishing. 


House for Thirty Families. 


Nearly all the money required to purchase 
the land and build the home has been sub- 
scribed, and the members pledged themselves 
to work to raise the rest by spring. 

The plan is to accommodate thirty families 
ata time. After the first thirty have enjoyed 
a two or three weeks’ outing they will make 
room for the second thirty. Husbands and 
children will be invited to accompany the 
women to their rural clubhouse. 


Women to Study Foods. 


The members of the home department of 
the Chicago Woman's club are to learn food 
composition and classification. Miss Isabel 
Bullard, director of the School of Domestic 
Arts and Science, will give a series of lec- 
tures on this subject, the first lecture being 
set for Wednesday morning. It win deal | 
with proteids, albumens, casein, fibrin, gela- 
tines, and extractives. The second lecture 
will be on carbohydrates, starch, dextrine, 
cellulose, and sugar. Fats and oils next will 
be discussed, followed by a lecture on salts 
and water. The last of the course will be 
on Comparative Value of Foods in the 
Daily Dietary.“

SHOWS THAT IRON CASTINGS 
CAN BE BRAZED WITH EASE. 


Des Moines Inventor Gives Demonstra- 
tion at University of Chicago, Using 
New Powders in the Process. 


A test which may have far reaching results 
was made in the school of education at the 
University of Chicago yesterday, when Burt 
Springer of Der Moines, Ia, demonstrated 
that cast iron can be brazed and mended in 
much the same way that malleable iron is 
brazed. The only way of repairing broken 
cast iron machinery has been to recast the 
defective pieces, a process involving consid- 
erable delay and expense. : 

The inventor’s, demonstration was given 
in the presence ff a number of lron working 
experts. Two 
tened together and heated to a brazing tem- 
perature, after which they were treated with 
a powder which Springer had compounded, 
having the same effect as a flux in the process 
of brazing malleable iron. It served the pur- 
pose of cleaning the iron and preparing it 
for the second part of the process. 

When the first part had been completed the 
inventor treated the tron pieces with a sec- 
ond preparation and brass spelter. The 
action of the former permits the spelter to 
flow into the iron on both sides of the break, 
welding the two pieces into a perfect whole, 
After cooling the iron was broken with a 
chisel and was found to have separated to 
one side of the original break, thus showing 
that the point at which it had been bound to- 
gether was stronger than the original metal. 

“I worked eight years before solving the 
problem.“ said the inventor after the experi- 
ment, “and it was only by accident that I 
finally discovered a powder that would have 
the result I was looking for.“ 

Claud Cross, instructor in forging at the 
school of education, said: 

It the experiment can be shown to be 
practicable in all cases the invention shoul@ 
have a widespread effect. A large part of ali 
machinery is made of cast iron. and this 
process may remove the necessity of sending 
to the maker to have broken pieces replaced.
